Importance of Prevention. 


"Why

about oral hygiene?" he continued,

become u serious health problem. 
Because pcriodional diseases (pyor- 


• 
liiea) and pulpless teeth, according 
(o ninny eminent dental and medical 
authorities, are causing more sys- 
temic infection than any other sin 
glp factor. This mouth Is the port 
of entry fdr all that sustains life. 


'/But Infortunatcly no pass ports 


nrj required; oil classes of immi- 
grants are welcomed, and that which 
destroys life is just as free to enter 
as that which sustains it. 


"The unclean mouth is, then, noth- 


ing other than, a mixing chamber 
lined with about thirty square inches 
of^nost virulent germs, foul pus, and 
<lr '.lying food, all maintained at' the 
best temperature for the production 
of germ life.

"It is -cssy to see the result of

ed by Wallace Campbell, editor of 
Jim Jam Jems, who has returned 
from a trip to the Twin Cities, Chi- 
cago and Detroit. 


"They arc strong for 'Uncle Hen-

Some people think that to Incur 
a debt at the bank Is unwise, or a 
reflection on their business sttind- 
Ing. 
This Is not the case where 
the debt Is contracted for legiti­ 
mate business pu r^ses. Incurring 
debt to live beyond one’s Income Is 
something no thrifty person would 
do, and careless use of,credit leads 
to extravagance and disaster, but 
wise borrowing Is an encourage­ 
ment to thrift and Industry. 
The first function of the banker 
Is to encourage Industry and thrift, 
so that a large fund of bank de­ 
posits may be accumulated. 
This 
fund Is often likened to a reservoir 
In which water Is accumulated for 
community needs. The banker then 
loans from this fund to those con­ 
ducting the business of the com­ 
munity. 
The banker bases credit on what 
tre known as the three C's of 
credit — Character, Capacity and 
Capital. 
Character Is an impera­ 
tive buslnees qualification. 
Allied 
with character Is Capacity. 
Be­ 
fore making a loan a banker takes 
Into consideration the capacity of 
the applicant—that is, his ability 
to earn through bis honesty and bis 
industry. Capital is a man’s worth 
in money, merchandise, stocks and 
bonds or lands, which may be given 
as collateral in security of a loan 
to make it sate. 
Let us consider the business 
transactions of Mr. 
Smith, the 
storekeeper. 
He finds, with his 
business increasing, that he needs 
a larger stock of goods. Also, some 
of his customers do not pay cash, 
and their accounts must be carried 
until “pay day.” 
He must have 
more money for his business, so he 
goes to his banker for advice. The 
banker asks Mr. Smith to submit 
a statem ent of his business, show­ 
ing what he owns and what be 
owes. He knows Smith's character 
and responsibility from his observ 
ation of his dealings and from the 
confldence that people have in him. 
If he finds Mr. Smith’s statement, 
and the progress be is making, 
satisfactory he will be glad to con 
slder th e. best method of loaning 
him the needed funds. 
How Money Is Loaned 
Money Is loaned by banks on 
straight noteg, on Indorsed notes, 
on collateral notes, on bills receiv­ 
able and on trade Acceptances. Mr. 
Smith may be told by the banker 
that, because be has sufficient 
money in his business and manages 
it well, the bank will extend him 
credit without his putting up any 
security beyond his own word of 
honor, evidenced by his note. 
Let ue say that Mr. Smith needs 
a maximum amount ol .*2,500 during 
his busiest season and that the 
bank has consented to grant him 
such a "line of credlL” Mr. Smith 
could come to the bank and make 
out a note for any portion or ail of 
this amount for any time up to six 
months. 
To pay seme bills he 
needs, say, $600. He estimates that 
within sixty days be will receive 
from his ctiarge customers enough 
money to repay this amount. 
He 
therefore makes a sixty day note, 
wWch the banker “discounts’’ at 
the prevailing rate of Interest, let 
ua say 6 per cent, and places the 
proceeds to Mr. Smith's cn-da. 
How giuch does he credit to Mr. 
Sllktth’s acoouatr Six per cent ou 
|^.M for sixty days is $5. 
This 
amoHBt ths b a ^ r deducts at the 
time tha aote Is made, 
being 
the latoreat which he charges Mr. 
SiBltb for the use of the money. 
Ho then credlU Mr. Smith with 


the proceeds of the note, or |495. 
When the note Is due in sixty days 
Mr. Smith has received payment 
from his customers, and he pays 
the bank $500. 
The bank marks 
the note paid and returns it to Mr. 
Smith. 
If Mr. Smith’s business condition 
were not siifliclently strong to war­ 
rant granting him unsecured credit 
the banker might say to Mr. Smith, 
“I want to help you, but you w)ll 
have to get the indorsement of 
your friend, Mr. Jones." 
Jones is 
known to the banker as a very 
reliable and responsible business 
man. Should he be willing to he.lp 
Mr. Smith he will write his name 
on the back of Mr. Smith's note 
and it Smith cannot pay the note 
when due Mr. Jones will , have to 
pay. 
In another case, the banker, still 
anxious to help Smith, might say, 
“1 am willing to loan you up to 
$2,500, but you m ust secure the 
loan with the goods which you pur­ 
chase tor that amount and with 
some additional goods.” Mr. Smith 
would have to warehouse the mer­ 
chandise used as collateral in such 
a way that it might be easily j 
identified through warehouse re- 
celpts as being the bank's property 
until the note is paid. 
It Smith i 
finally found himself unable to pay, 
the banker could sell the mercli.in- 
dlse and use the proceeds to pay 
the note. 
If the goods brought 
more than the amount of the note 
the bank would pay the excess to 
Mr. Smith; If the amount were not 
enough the bank would look to Mr. 
Smith to make good'the difference. 
Mortgage Loans 
Ix>ans against farm lands, called 
mortgage 
loans, 
are 
frequently 
made in country districts. 
If Mr. 
Smith, lacking an indorser or suf­ 
ficient collateral or business stand­ 
ing, owned a farm free of debt he 
might give a mortgage on It aa 
security. 
The procedure would be some­ 
what different from loaning against 
merchandise. 
The law, realizing 
the useful place farm and pome 
owners occupy, protects them in a 
special manner. 
It says to the 
lender. In 'case of default on a 
mortgage loan, “You must give this 
owner of land one year after serv­ 
ing notice that you expect to sell 
bis land to pay the mortgage and 
redeem the d eb t” 
This Is called 
the period of redemption. 
Mr. 
Smith 
has 
sUU 
another 
method open to obtain funds from 
his banker. 
He has sold, say, a 
$500 hill of merchandise to Mr. 
Brown, a dealer In a smaller com­ 
munity, who must sell the goods to 
bis own customers before he can 
pay Smith. Smith says to Brown: 
“if you can't pay cash give me a 
ninety day note. I will discount li 
and get Immediate cash on it from 
my bank. I will have to pay 6 per 
cent Interest to do so, and 1 shall 
want you to pay that interest." Mr. 
Brown 
agrees 
and 
makes 
his 
ninety day note for $600 with inter­ 
est at 6 per cen t Mr. Smith takes 
this note to the bank, which ad­ 
vances him credit for $500. When 
tbe bank collects the note from 
Brown ninety days later It receives 
$507.50. tbe added $7.60 being the 
IS per cent interest charge for the 
use meanwhile of the money for 
the ninety day period of the note. 
rbese are the various ways la 
which tbe bank sprrss Its com­ 
munity by placing, through loans, 
the accumulated thrift of,the com-, 
munlty at the dlsiposal of btulness 
and industry.

PUZZLE OF WHY DEBT HELPS SOME 


BUT HARMS OTHERS EXPLAINED 


How a Debt Can Be Put to Work to Increase Earn- 


ing,—Thrift and Loans Go Hand in Hand •, 


to Aid the Industrious. 
' 


The true use of debt in personal and business affairs 


remains something of a puzzle to many people. To some the 
very word "debt" signifies misfortune, while others merely 
fail to understand the ways in which they can put a debt to 
work for them to" increase their earnings. The Committee 
on Public Education of the American Bankers Association 
has undertaken in the following discussion of how and why 
banks loan money-to-dear up these misunderstandings;

Some people think that to Incur 


a debt at the bank Is unwise,- or a 
reflection on their business stand- 
ing. This is not the case where 
the debt IB contracted (or legiti- 
mate business purposes. Incurring 
debt to live beyond one's Income is 
something no thrifty person would 
do, and careless use of .credit leads 
to extravagance and disaster, but 
wise borrowing Is an encourage- 
ment to thrift and Industry. 


The first function of the banker 


Is to encouragiTindustry and thrift,, 
so that* a large fund of bank de- 
posits may be accumulated. 
This 


fund Is often likened to a reservoir 
In which water IB accumulated for 
community needs. The banker then 
loans from this fund to those con 
ducting the business of the con* 
munlty. 


The banker bases credit on what 


•re known as the, three C's of 
credit —Character, Capacity and 
Capital. Character Is an impera 
tivft buslnens qualification. Allied 
with character is Capacity. 
Be- 


fore making a loan a banker takes 
Into consideration the capacity ol 
the applicant—that is. his ability 
to earn through his honesty an4 his 
industry. Capital is a man's wortt 
in money, merchandise, stocks and 
bonds or lands, which may be given 
as collateral in security of a loan 
to make it safe. 


Let us consider the business 


transactions of Mr. Smith, the 
storekeeper. 
He finds, with his 


business Increasing, that he needs 
a larger stock of goods. Also, some 
of his customers do not pay cash 
and their accounts must be carriei 
until "pay day." 
He must have 


more money-tor his business, so he 
goes to his banker for advice. The 
banker asks Mr. Smith to submit 
a statement of his business, show- 
ing what he owns and what be 
owes. He knows Smith's character 
and responsibility from his observ- 
ation of his dealings and from the 
confidence that people have in him. 
It he finds Mr. Smith's statement, 
and the progress he is making, 
satisfactory he will be glad to con. 
aider the. best method of loaning 
him the' needed funds. 


How Money l» loaned 


Money is loaned by banks on 


. 
proceeds of the note, or 1495. 


Vhen the note Is due In sixty days 
Ur. Smith has received payment 
Tom his customers, and he pays 
the bank $500. The bank marks 
.he note paid and returns It to Mr. 
Smith. 


If Mr. Smith's business condition 


were not sufficiently strong to war- 
rant granting him unsecured credit 
the banker might say to Mr. Smith, 


I want to help you, but you wUl 
have to get the indorsement of 
your friend, Mr. Jones." Jones Is 
known to the banker as a very 
reliable and- responsible business 
man. 
Should he be willing to help 


Mr. Smith be will write his name 
on the -back of Mr. Smith's note 
and If Smith cannot pay the note 
when due Mr. Jones will have to 
pay. 


In another case, the banker, still 


anxious to help Smith, might say, 
•I am willing to loan you up to 
$2,500, but you must secure the 
loan with the goods which you pur- 
chase for that amount and with 
gome additional goods." Mr. Smith 
would have to warehouse the mer- 
chandise used as collateral In such

Smith may be told by the banker 
that, because he has 
sufficient 


money In his business and manages 
it well, the bank will extend him 
credit without his putting up any 
security beyond hi* own word of 
honor, evidenced by his note. 


Let us say that Mr. Smith needs 


a maximum amount ot ?2,500 during 
his busiest season and that the 
bank has consented to grant him 
such a "line of credit." Mr. Smith 
could come to the bank and make 
out a note for any portion or all of 
this amount for any time up to six 
months. 
To -pay same bills he 


needs, say, $600. He estimates th a 
within sixty days he will receive 
from his charge customers enough 
money to repay this amount. He 
therefore makes a sixty day note 
wfcieh the banker "discounts" M 
the prevailing rate of interest, let 
us say 6 per cent, and places the 
proceeds • to Mr. Smith's cn-ti.t. 
How much does he credit to Mr 
Smith's Account? Six per cent mi 
1600 for sixty days is IS. This 
amount the banker deducts at the 


Identified through warehouse re- 
ceipts as being the bank's property 
until the note is paid. If Smith 
finally found himself unable to pay, 
the banker could sell the merchan- 
dise and use the proceeds to pay 
the note. 
If the goods brought 


more than the amount ot the note 
the bank would pay the excess to 
Mr. Smith; If the amount were not 
enough the bank would look to Mr. 
Smith to make good'the difference. 


Mortgage Leans 


Loans against farm lands, called 


mortgage loans, are- frequently 
made in'country districts. If Mr. 
Smith, lacking an indorser or suf- 
lelent collateral or business stand- 
ng, owned a farm free of debt he 
might give a mortgage on it as 
security. 
The procedure would be some- 


what different from loaning against 
merchandise. 
The law, realizing 


the useful place farm and home 
owners occupy, protects them in a 
special manner. 
It says to the 
lenderr ln-<case—of—detault-on—» 
mortgage loan, "You must give this 
owner of land one year after serv- 
ing notice that you expect to sell 
bis land to pay the mortgage and 
redeem the debt" This is called 
the period of redemption.
